This is 4'si*e- 
oially true of the youngef claHS of offenders, who eoiue to the jail hav- 
inj; respect for Hnthority and DRKAD OF t'( ).\' KIXKM K.\T. At 
no jieriod of their penal terra are tluy so tuscejitible ti* e.xternal intlu- 
cnoes. If at this periml a practieni REFORMATORY influence is 
exerted upon them their correcric mi cnn in most eases be aceomplished, 
but if they arc b^ft in idleness iiinl siilijcct to the evil iiiflm iices et' de- 
gratied coinpanion * their res(M'et for law is soon destroyed und they be-
